Co chran, 3 5, o f St. Lo u is, 
had been fleeing ev er since 
he and a co mp anio n allegedly 
ro bbed a sav ings and lo an as­ 
so ciatio n in St. Lo u is, Mo ., 
Oct. 21. Po lice also want to 
q u estio n him in the death o f a 
y o u ng wo man who he had 
dated sev eral times bu t who 
wanted to end their relatio n­ 
ship . Her car allegedly was 
u sed in the ho ldu p . 
Since his flight began Co ch­ 
ran has held and released u n­ 
harmed eight ho stages, inclu d­ 
ing o ne fo r who m he o ffered to 
u nlo ad his gu n so they co u ld 
share

mo u ntain 
v iew 
in 
New Mex ico . His car was rid­ 
dled with bu llets du ring the es­ 
cap e fro m the ro bbery , and he

HONOLULU (U PI) —Army 
Chief of Staff William West­ 
moreland sees “ a clearly dis­ 
cernible shifting balance of 
military power” away from 
the United States. 
He spoke to the Hawaii 
Chapter of the Association of 
t h e 
United 
States 
Army 
Thursday night and outlined a 
new program of professional­ 
ism for a new and smaller 
army. 
Westmoreland 
told 
the 
group, “ achievement of the 
highest 
standards 
of 
pro­ 
fessionalism is our overriding 
concern...(it is) the founda­ 
tion for all we do and seek to 
do.” But Westmoreland also 
pointed out, “ The Army can­ 
not go it alone. Those who 
serve,” he said, “ must have 
the full support of the Ameri­ 
can people and their leaders 
in all walks of life.” he said, 
“ indeed, the Association of 
the United States Army is 
uniquely suited to orchestrate 
concerted efforts toward this 
end.” 
Westmoreland 
noted 
that 
“ growing Soviet capabilities 
we are substantially cutting 
back our forces should con­ 
cern all Americans,” he said, 
“ The implications of a clearly 


discernible shifting balance of 
military power are ominous 
indeed. 
“ As I see the situation from 
my vantage point, I am con­ 
cerned,” Westmoreland said. 
“ It is not logical to think that 
with the balance of military 
power shifting in its favor, 
the 
policies 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union will be less imperialis­ 
tic, less hostile and less dis­ 
ruptive than they were when 
the United States enjoyed a 
position 
of 
military 
super­ 
iority. Such a view is idealis­ 
tic, and idealism, while vir­ 
tuous in itself, hardly reflects 
the realpolitik environment of 
world power politics.” 
In a news conference before 
the speech the general ad­ 
mitted the army “ has some 
transitory morale problems. 
But,” he said, 
“ these are 
being 
solved quickly.” 
He 
was asked to reply to a state­ 
ment 
by 
Paul 
McClosky, 
R-Calif. who said the Nixon 
policy of gradual withdrawal 
invited a wholesale mutiny. 
Westmoreland replied, “ I am 
confident that our troops are 
sufficiently well disciplined... 
so that this war can wind 
down in an orderly and effec­ 
tive way.”

Unida, The United People. 
In January of 1970, as foun­ 
der and 
president 
of

Cucamonga chapter of the 
Mexican-American 
Political 
Association (MAPA), he was 
credited 
with 
leading 
the 
drive which demanded and 
got the resignation of George 
Scott, superintendent of the 
Cucamonga School District. 
When Scott announced his 
resignation, on Jan. 19, 1970, 
Navarro called it “ a victory 
for the people. And it goes to 
prove what the Chicano can 
do when he’s organized,” he 
said. 
Navarro charged then that 
Scott lacked leadership abi­ 
lities and was dragging his 
f e e t in h i r i n g Chicano 
teachers. He also charged that 
Scott failed to fully utilize 
federal funds available for

Scott 
was 
replaced

spring by Ray Trujillo, for­ 
mer principal of Los Amigos 
School, who had served as ac­ 
ting superintendent following 
Scott’s resignation.

Gas Sales Tax Law Near

pay a 5 per cent sales tax on 
gasoline to raise almost $150 
million for mass transit under 
legislation which has been gi­ 
ven final passage by the Sen­ 
ate and sent to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 


Anti-Noise Law 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -A 
bill that would progressively 
reduce the permissible ex­ 
haust noise level from new 
cars over a 15-year period 
was signed Thursday by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Peter F. 
Schabarum, 
R-Covina, also would apply 
the new standards to new mo­ 
torcycles, trucks and snowmo­ 
biles. 


The bill by Senate leader 
James R. Mills, D-San Diego, 
would raise a total of $177.4 
million, with most of the mo­ 
ney 
earmarked 
for 
mass 
transit. The Senate voted 27-4 
Thursday to concur in As­ 
sembly amendments. 
Mills told the Senate his bill 
was supported by over 100 
local 
government 
agencies 
and every major newspaper 
in the state. 
But Sen. H. L. Richardson, 
R-Arcadia, asserted the bill 
was “ a $170 million tax in­ 
crease. 
“ This state is overburdened 
with taxes as it is,” Richard­ 
son declared. 
Presently, Californians pay 
a five per cent sales tax on 
a l m o s t everything except 
gasoline and good. The state 
keeps four per cent and re- 


turns one per cent to local 
government. 
Three San Francisco Bay 
Area counties, San Francisco, 
Contra Costa and Alameda, 
now pay a 5 1-2 per cent sales 
tax. The additional 1-2 cent 
helps finance the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit system. The 
three counties would extend 
the 5 1-2 per cent sales tax to 
gasoline. 
The Mills bill would cut the 
state’s «hare of the sales tax 
by 1-4 cent and 
authorize 
counties 
to 
increase 
their 
share of the tax by thé sa.me 
amount and use the money 
for mass transit. 
Technically, 
the 
counties 
would not be required to raise 
their sales tax by the 1-4 
cent. But all sales taxes are 
collected by the state and re­ 
turned to local government 


and if the counties do not 
raise their taxes by 1-4 cent, 
the state would not have to 
collect any sales tax for the 
counties. 
The only exception to the 
requirement that the addition­ 
al money be used for mass 
transit would be in counties 
with less than 500,000 popula­ 
tion. 
The smaller counties could 
spend the new revenue for 
public transportation, right-of- 
way acquisition and construc­ 
tion of local streets or other 
transportation-related 
serv­ 
ices. 
The Mills bill would not af­ 
fect the total state sales tax 
revenue. The increased mo­ 
ney from extending the tax to 
gasoline would offset the per­ 
centage cut in the state sales 
tax.

Portland, Ore., where he w as 
raised. 
“ It is a long, long trail, 
som etim es a little rough but 
m ostly a very happy one that 
I enjoyed,” said Jeffcott, who 
is in good health, except for 
failing eyesight. 


Struck Gold 


When the cry of “ Gold!” 
w as shouted in the Yukon, 
Jeffcott joined the long line of 
thousands of sourdoughs who 
negotiated 
the 
frozen 
trea­ 
cheries of Chilkoot P ass into 


the Klondike. He staked his 
claim and struck gold near 
Dawson— and never forgot 
the adventure. 
Several years ago, in his 
9 0’s, Jeffcott and two other old- 
tim e 
prospectors 
drove the 
A laska Highway to Dawson. 
It w as the first tim e he’d 
been there in over half a cen­ 
tury. 
“ I found m y old claim ,” 
Jeffcott 
related, 
“ and 
my 
rocker and som e of my tools. 
But you know, someone jum ­ 
ped my claim wiile I was 
aw ay.” 
Jeffcott pursued fortunes in 


m any parts of the West. He 
served with the m ilitia in bor­ 
der troubles with Mexico and 
for m any years lived in the 
rugged mining cam p of Bing­ 
ham Canyon, Utah, with his 
second wife and two daugh­ 
ters. 


Mined Meteor

latest exploits, Je ff­ 
cott attempted to mine out a 
meteor from a desert hillside. 
He w as injured in a cave-in 
and never got 
the 
meteor, 
which he hoped to sell to a 
L as V egas club as an attrac­ 
tion.

nati study to som e 2,000 chest 


disease specialists holding their 


annual meeting here. 


The Cincinnati study also 


s h o w e d investigators that 
“ particulate m atter” was har- 
m f u l i n i t s e l f , despite 
p r e v i o u s 
studies 
which 
showed sulfur dioxide was the 
m ajor culprit in irritating the 
lungs. 


Shy’s work 
showed 
there 
w as little sulfur dioxide 
in 
Cincinnati, but the particulate 
m atter — soot, ash, asbestos 
and 
traces 
of 
m etals—can 
also 
be 
absorbed 
into 
the 


blood stream and cause dis­ 
ease. 


Shy is also directing the fi­ 


ve-year national study involv­ 
ing som e 45,000 children in 30 
neighborhoods.

Many ho memade co stumes can be treated ag ainst bursting 
into flames by dipping o r spray ing them with a so lutio n o f 
sev en o unces o f bo rax and three o unces o f bo ric acid in two 
quarts o f ho t water. The treatment must be repeated after 
each washing . 
The FDA also warned o f such hazards as plastic bag s o r 
unv entilated masks causing suffo catio n, and candles o r lig ht 
bulbs left burning in papier mache pumpkins o r o ther deco ra­ 
tio ns.

Cabinet Post

WASHINGTON (U P I) - A t ­ 
torney G eneral John N. Mit­ 
chell is starting to double in 
bra ss a s chief of a political 
sta ff 
for 
the 
re-election 
of 
President Nixon a s well as 
the nation’s chief law enforce­ 


m ent officer. 
The cam paign to reelect the 
President already 
is 
taking 
form . The President him self 
plays an occasional role. He 
is known to have suggested 
that steps be taken to con­ 
cen tra te 
m ore 
attention 
on 
som e of the big ea stern and 
m idwestern 
states, 
which 
have la rge electoral votes, to 
offset a possible loss in Cali­ 


fornia. 
Policy decisions and m a jor 
problem s affecting cam paign 
organization, 
however, 
are 
clea red 
with 
Mitchell 
who 
confers frequently either 
in 
person or by telephone with 
Sen. Bob Dole of K ansas, the 
Republican 
national 
cha ir­ 


m an. 
Principal Effort 
The main cam paign effort 
for 
Nixon 
is 
not 
coming 
through 
the 
GOP 
National 
Com m ittee but through an or­ 
ganization 
called 
the 
Com­ 
m ittee F o r the Re-election of 
The President, headquartered 
in a 
private 
office 
building 
about 
200 
yards 
from 
the 


White House. 
The 
com m ittee’s main 
ef­ 
fort now is directed a t select­ 
ing N ixon-for-President state 


chairm en, 
setting 
up 
sta te 
cam paign 
organizations 
and 
prim a ry sla tes com m itted to 
a second term for the P resi­ 
dent. 
Som etim es 
the 
com ­ 
m ittee 
works 
through 
Re­ 
publican sta te organizations; 
som etim es it works sep a ra te­ 
ly, following the pattern Nix­ 
on used both in 1960 when he 
lost and 1968 when he won. 
T h e 
com m ittee 
reports 


directly to M itchell. 
When 
Dole 
w ants 
to 
be 
brought up to date on the 
sepa ra te cam paign effort for 
the President, he gets briefed 
eith er by 
M itchell, 
or 
Je b 
M agruder, 
the 
com m ittee’s 
day-by-day operating officer, 
or by Arthur Flem m ing, who 
was shifted from the White 
House to the President’s per­ 
sonal cam paign organization 
with the specific chore of set­ 
ting 
up 
the 
sta te 
organ­ 


izations. 
The com m ittee also has its 
own fund ra iser — Lee Nunn, 
a long-tim e Republican pro­ 
fessional a t financing political 


cam paigns. 
To date, M itchell hasn’t had 
to devote too much tim e to 
the 
political 
effort. 
It 
has 
been 
widely 
assum ed 
that 
once the activity steps up. he 
will resign from the Cabinet 
to becom e the Nixon 
ca m ­ 
paign m ana ger —as he was in 


1968. 
However, a top political ad­ 
viser to the 
President 
(not 
M itchell) is not so sure of the 
M itchell role. He believes an 
effort m ay be m ade to step 
up the activities of the R e­ 
publican National Com m ittee 
and blend them with Nixon’s 
personal 
cam paign 
organ­ 
ization, and if that is success­ 
ful, it might not be necessa ry 


for M itchell to leave the Ju s ­ 
tice D epartm ent. 
This adviser realizes that 
D em ocrats m ight try to m ake 
much of a Cabinet officer hol­ 
ding such a dual role. But he 
points out that it has consid­ 
erable 
precedent 
in 
Demo- 
c r a 1 1 c adm inistrations and 
that Robert F . Kennedy c a r ­ 
ried out political chores for 
his brother while serving as 


attorney 
general.

But behind the scenes, 
apparently, Chinese m ilitants 
a re bitterly opposed to wel­ 
com ing Nixon to Peking. 


They reportedly have ob­ 
jected that his visit will dis­ 
credit China with the world 
revolutionary m ovem ent. R a ­ 
dicals around the world look 
to Peking for leadership and 
look upon Washington a s the 
archenem y. The 
a ppeara nce 
of Nixon in Peking, a rg u e the 
Chinese 'm ilita nts, 
will 
dis­ 
illusion these revolutionaries 
andi w eaken Chinese influence 
upon the m ovement. 


M any radica ls, apparently, 
regard the Nixon visit as a 
sellout 
of 
North 
Vietnam . 
Hangi is known to have pro­ 
tested to Peking. 


The reasoning of the radicals 
is that Nixon is using the Chi­ 
nese 
trip to 
win 
reelection 
and that 
Peking is playing 
into the hands of the a rch im ­ 
perialist. 
Evidently there Is opposi­ 
tion, too, from hard-line m i­ 
lita ry leaders who have been 
raising the U.S. threat as ju sti­ 
fication for demanding m ore 
and' improved weapons. A re­ 
laxation of Chinese-Am erican 
t e n s i 0 n .R m ight jeopardize 
their m ilitary preparations. 
W ashington’.«? vigorous ca m ­ 
paign 
to 
save 
Nationalist 
China’s sea t in the United Na­ 
tions also antagonized some 
Red Chinese leaders. But the 
cra fty Chou 
En-lai undercut 
the 
U.S. 
effort by bringing 
K issinger to Peking in 
the 
middle of the UN debate. This 
gave the impression that the 
U.S. was m erely offering lip 
service to Nationalist China 
while dealing behind Chiang 


K ai-shek’s biick with Commu­ 
nist China. 


Chou’s adroitness in sched­ 
uling the Kissinger trip has 
raised apprehensions in some 
Washington 
quarters 
that 
President Nixon m ay be out- 
m aneuvered in Peking. 


M edical Junket — Despite 
an announced crackdown on 
junkets, an eight-m an m edical 
tea m will take off next week 
on a seven-week, seven-nation 
tour. Health, Education, and 
W elfare U ndersecreta ry John 
Venem an asked his sta ff for 
an evaluation of the trip and 
got ba ck a three-word m em o, 
“ Boondoggle, 
boondoggle, 
boondoggle.” Nevertheless the 
m edical advisors a re still pre­ 
paring to visit B rita in, Den­ 
m a rk, 
Isra el, 
Norway, 
Po­ 
land, Sweden and Yugoslavia 
to study how those nations 
provide health c a re for the 
poor. 
The 
junket 
was 
pro­ 
moted by John Tw inam e, the 
S o c i a l and 
Rehabilitation 
Service 
adm inistrator, 
who 
told us the trip would cost 
about $30,000. Insiders sa y the 
figure will be closer to $50,- 
000. The money could be bel­ 
ter spent, they say, to provide 
transportation 
for 
poor 
patients who don’t get m edic­ 
al ca re because they ca n ’t a f­ 
ford the transportation to hos­ 
pitals and clinics.

Helsel, gave us an affidavit 
sw earing he had kicked back 
$1,200 from his

Britain, USSR 
Playing l-Spy

Among the many occupations in which I do not wish to be 
engaged are garbage collector, school bus driver, city mana­ 
ger and espionage agent, i.e., spy. 
A spy (M E Spi-en, aph. var. of espeian, yawn, to espy) is by 
his varied nature a stranger in a strange land, and every- 
man’s hand is against him. Like, say you’re a Russian spy 
— well, don’t S.-\Y it, of course, you boob — but let’s pretend 
you are. You look like an American businessman, you talk 
with hardly any accent, and you have a wallet full of money 
— and forged passports. 
But suppose you get in an auto accident. Cops thumbing 
through your wallet while you lie there unconscious. Detective 
examining the short-wave radio in your pocket, your shattered 
bottle 01 invisible ink. How you going to explain all that when 
you come to — if you do? 
The best spies today, if I am to believe Eric Ambler, are 
those who do not try to melt into the landscape of the foreign 
country but pose as Russian airline clerks, travel agents, trade 
unionists and other inoffensive but all-seeing agents of the 
KGB (Komitet Gosudarstvennoi Bezopastnosti) or the CIA 
(Congress of Industrial Associates). 
One weak link in the Soviet espionage chain buckled 
recently, seduced by buttons, bows, the Beatles and Carnaby 
Street bellbottoms. Oleg Lyalin, 34 swingin’ years old, fell for 
the temptations of Scotch whiskey and English nightlife, and 
blew the whistle on several hundred fellow spies. Not done, old 
chap, simply not done. 
Oleg, purportedly a minor official on a Russian trade delega­ 
tion, lived like a commissar, bought his clothes in Regent 
Street, stomped at the Savoy, and courted, according to the 
English newsprints, at least five women in London.

There are many ways to 
treat arthritis—drugs (I’m on 
two now), therapy, manipula­ 
tion and surgery. 1 have had 
both feet, one elbow and both 
feet,

s l i g h t l y crippled, which 
causes me to walk with a 
little limp. I have only three 
fingers which are slightly de­ 
formed. 
Nodules formed on various 
joints of my feet so I took the 
opportunity of having minor 
surgeries performed on them 
while anesthetized for mani­ 
pulations. Through this series 
of operations, I managed to 
keep my feet from being de­ 
formed. My shoe size has in­ 
creased only one-half size in 
length and I now sometimes 
wear a double A width in­ 
stead of triple A. 
It is uaddening to see a per­ 
son crippled with deformed 
feet when you know there is a 
chance that much of the de­ 
formity could have been cor­ 
rected by proper treatment 
started in time. 
Dr. Lamb Comments: 
Certainly not all patients 
with rheumatoid arthritis or 
any other form of arthritis 
need or benefit from surgery 
but there are important rea­ 
sons for surgery in selected 
cases. It is absoutely amazing 
the amount of improvement 
that can be obtained in badly 
deformed hands and feet by 


surgery. If a person obtains 
adequate treatment and fol­ 
lows 
the 
reccomendations 
early in the course of the dis­ 
ease, many of the worst de­ 
formities that require surgery 
can be prevented. 
Interestingly 
enough 
the 
joints involved in the fingers 
are fairly specific and quite 
different from those in the 
joints that are involved in os­ 
teoarthritis. Rheumatoid arth­ 
ritis may affect the knuckle 
joint, where the finger joins 
the hand and the first joint in 
the finger. The swelling in 
These areas cause the firgers 
to have a spindle-shaped cha­ 
racteristic. Osteoarthritis af­ 
fects the terminal joint in the 
fingers, which gives it a some­ 
what different appearance. 
“ Nodules’’ are one of the 
more characteristic signs of 
rheumatoid 
arthritis. 
These 
are rounded swellings or no­ 
dules that occur underneath 
the skin, usually over bony 
areas. 
They may disappear sponta­ 
neously. Their presence mar­ 
kedly increases the likeihood 
that a person has rheumatoid 
arthritis, but they do occur in 
other conditions. Similar no­ 
dules can 
be observed 
in 
rheumatic fever. Rheumatoid 
arthritis may affect any joint 
in the body and it usually af­ 
fects several. The joints that 
are most commonly involved 
are the knees, the elbows and 
the ankles. Usually, as the 
disease progresses, the hands, 
wrists and other joints be­ 
come involved.
